T= AMERICAN NEWSPAPER 
Publishers Association has 
completed a two-year study by a 
blue-chip committee of leading pub- 
lishers and editors, and produced a 
report which reasserts the rights 
of a free press, and correctly de- 
clares that these rights are not in- 
compatible with the rights of the 
individual to a fair trial. 

The study was initiated in the 
wake of charges that individual 
~ righfe were being infringed by the 
publication of stories and opinions’ 
prejudicial to the interests of per- 
sons on trial. Prominent cases jin 
point were the widely publicized 
events surrounding the charge of 
President Kennedy’s murder laid 
against Lee Harvey Oswald, and the 
equally overheated coverage of the 


trial of Dr. Sam Shepherd, accused 


_of. murder but recently, after years 


of controversy, acquitted. 

Article I of the United States 
constitution enjoins Congress from 
making any law abridging freedom 
of the press. Article VI guarantees 
an accused person the right of ‘a 
speedy and public trial by an im- 
partial: jury.” The ANPA report _ 
holds that these two. rights are not 


‘§ncompatible and rejects the charge 


that the second is endangered Sy 
the first. 

In truth, they should not:be in- 
compatible, but the history of news 
coverage in the United States —and— 
in Canada and Britain too, until: 
stricter regulations and a more con- 
servative tradition came into being 
— has ‘not been such as to create 
full confidence that many an accu- 
sed person has not been the victim 
of all-out publicity that exceeded 
fact and fairness in its presentation. 

It must be remembered, of 
course, in defence of the press of 
the United States, that it operates

This may surprise the chairman of 


~ the - Economic Council. Probably Dr. 


Deutsch would be surprised to learn that 
a single Canadian ever read his recent 
evidence before a committee of Parli- 
ament. Mr. Snifkin read it, however, and 
hit on a passage which instantly changed 
his life from obscurity to fame, from 
poverty to affluence. 

In a brief, shattering sentence Dr. 
Deutsch remarked that as the nation’s 
wealth increased one Canadian might 


spend his higher income on a second - 


automobile for his wife while another 
might buy a piece of art, a statue for 
instance, It was not for the Economic 
Council, said the broad-minded- econo- 
mist, to tell Canadians what they should 
buy so long as they bought something 
and kept the economy prosperous. 


Do-It-Yourself 


Naturally, Mr. Snifkin hid Dr. 
Deutsch’s testimony -from Mrs. ~Snifkin,; 
having no thought of buying her an 
automobile. Instead, as a patriotic 
citizen, he decided to aequire a much 
cheaper statue and install it in an 
appropriate place to ‘celebrate the 
nation’s hundredth birthday. On second 
thoughts, it occurred to him that he 
could save the nation’s money, and his 


own incidentally,. if hie mde the statue 
“himself of native materiais. 

The newspapers have reported that 
Mr. Snifkin carved his celebrated work- 
frorn the root of a giant cedar tree on 
Vancouver Island. In fact, he hardly

On the old Rithet estate at Royal Oak, 
now being subdivided, there are some 


fine stately trees. It is hoped that they 


will be saved by definite planning and 
forethought. -- 

Some fine specimens may be found at 
_Metchosin. They dot the landscape and 
in some places create an old-world 
setting, especially reminiscent of south- 
ern England. 

Along Burnside Road are several 


clumps close by the little shopping 
centre. More trees are along the 
roadside and they should be protected, 


although a little farther west some trees- 


more than a hundred years old were 
recently felled. 


By the dairy farm farther along the 


road is a very fine clump of young 
trees that cover at least two city blocks. 
With the green meadows. surrounding 
them they make an attractive sight, 
even in the winter when you can-see the 
many-hued lichens covering: the limbe 
and twigs. 

In this clump there are several very 
old stumps and downed trunks that have 
resisted the elements for many years. 
The trees will perpetuate themselves if 
we give thm a chance. 

Out at Francis Park there is a fine 
specimen at the parking lot that has 
made an excellent shade tree. It is in the 
open: and does not have to fight for 
space. Now it has taken the shape of an 
English Oak.

_ Showing Rapid Increase

OTTAWA Some interesting statistics 
have come out lately. Like the drop in the 
pirth rate of nearly eight per cent last year, 
indoubtedly due to The Pill. And immigration 
from the United ~ States, 
which is increasing at a 
rate of more than 20 per 
cent a year. 

The Great Society is 
now the. third ‘largest 
source of immigrants, 
behind only Britain and 
Italy. About. 125,000 Ameri- 
eans emigrated to Canada 
in the last 10 years. 
Between 1956 and 1963 
their numbers ran 10,000- 
odd and.11,000-odd a year, but in 1966 the total 
shot up to about 18,000. If the curve continues, 
this-year there will be close to 22,000, and next 
year more than 25,000, 

The reason isn't easy to pinpoint. Do 
zreater. opportunities in Canada outweigh the 
living standard differential that may be as 
zreat as 30 per cent? Or is it, as I suspect, 
that the government's active program of 
encouraging immigration from the U.S. is 
‘aking hold? In the last few years Canadian 
immigration offices in New York, Chicago, 
Denver and ~San Francisco have been 
reinforced with personnel and funds to make 
them more effective in promoting the idea that 
the field north of the fence is greener. 

* * * 

We might look upon this development with- 
a sense of great satisfaction that in our 100th 
year of confederation even the Americans are 
willing to concede that-Canada is here to stay. 
But then, just as logically, we might take 
alarm: are the Americans moving in because 
they expect Canada to crack up, what with 
Quebec’ separatism and all, and they want to 
be in a good posifion to. pick up the pieces? 


Where are these refugees from American 
affluence settling? Well, in 1965, the last year 
‘or which complete figures are available, one- 
third of them came to British Columbia and 
Alberta —- respectively 3,433 and 1,580. That's 
worth some thought. ~ 

Most of the rest came to Ontario. That's 
worth very little thought. 

American immigrants should assimilate 
-eadily, for obvious reasons, yét in fact they 
show no great eagerness to become Canadians. 
In the five years from 1956 to 1960 a total of 
34.216 Americans entered Canada as landed 
immigrants. They, and those who had come to 
Canada earlier, would be eligible to apply for 
Canadian citizenship in the years 1961-65, 
having conipleted five years’ . residence in 
Canada. : 

* * * 

Yet only 4,870 American immigrants took 
sut Canadian papers between 1961 and 1965. 

This suggests that the great -majority of 
American immigrants either have not firmly 
decided to spend the rest of their: lives in 
“anada, or see no particular advantage in 
ziving up U.S. citizenship when no economic or 
social penalty attaches to their long term and 
oven lifelong residence in Canada as aliens. 
They, like Indians, may cross the border at 
will. 

Canada needs these aggressive and hard- 
working immigrants. That's why the govern- 
ment publicizes Canada in the States as the 
sountry of opportunity. If Canada is to achieve 
Walter Gordon's goal of a population of 50 
million despite The Pill, many of the next 30 
million are likely to come from the U.S. 

By the time we reach 50 million, the US. 
dopulation will be. over 500 million, barring 
catastrophe ike nuclear war — and population 
oressures northward will make last year’s 
18,000 American immigrants seem but a 
trickle. ;

heirarehy can find support for 
their. convictions —- whether 
consciously or otherwise — in 
their own circumstances. 

Or, to put it plainly, a man 
who makes his living from 
religion can be. tempted by 
that circumstance not to face 
up to challenges he might 
otherwise acknowledge. This 
does _ not. mean that 
sincerity of every . “profes- 
sional’. in religion must be 
systematically discounted; it* 
does suggest that there is 
little to be gained from 
examining others’ consciences 
instead of their arguments. 

It follows that Father 
Davis’ stated reasons for his 
decision must be taken at 
something like their face 
value. And the event itself 
must ‘be evaluated as a 
phenomenon of this era in the 
history of the church. 

Charles Davis’ discovery 
that he is no longer a Catholic 
is the discovery of a council 
expert, the author of Liturgy 
and Doctrine, the editor of a 


respected professional journal. . 


Some effort must be made to 
penetrate the meaning of such 
an event. 

One observation that occurs 
to us immediately is that 
wherever there are gains 
there will be losses. Much of 
what has been taking place in 
the church in our time is best 
described as a process of 
purification; and what is 
being purified, most - import- 
antly, is religious faith itself. 
Tt was once: our fashion to 
think that the “science” of 
apologetics reached its con- 
clusions “by unassailable Fu- 
clidean processes, so that 
the man who followed ° iis 
arguments yet. withheld his 


assent might justly be sus- | 


pected of ‘‘bad faith.” 


Proper Role 


Today, apologetics has been 
put into its proper role, which 
is °-a humble and mainly 
defensive one. Once we 
thought the mere antiquity of 
the church an all-but-stifficient 
proof of its claims, but now 
we measure the life of the 
church by a different time 
scale, and we examine the 
continuity of that life more 
critically. 

Only a generation ago we 


spoke enviously of the medi-. 
eval era as the Age of Faith; 


in. recent years we have come 
‘to. see that the quality of 
Christian faith suffered from 
its very pervasiveness — that 
a faith which is automatic, 
inherited,- culturally and 
socially supported to the point 
of being imposed is not 
thereby strengthened but 
diluted. 

One result ‘of these and 
related trends of thought is a 
‘climate in which organized 
religion itself increasingly 
emphasizes the. element of 
conscious pérsonal choice in 
religious “matters. 

Not all the choices are 
informed, reasonable or_re- 
sponsible, People reject re- 
ligion for whimsical or trivial 
reasons; they invent.their own 
ereeds and adjust them fo suit 
their desires; they - become 


readers which 
dependence as well as respect; his decision therefore 


includes an -element of 


arbitrarily selective in their 
response to Church authority; 
er. they: may simply ignore 
“any ~conurrunal religious re- 
sponsibility. 

These contemporary religi- 
ous phenomena —' subjectiv- 
ism, eclecticism —individual- 
ism — are the deplorable, but 
inevitable .and necessary, 
costs of accepting the situa- 
tion in which (as religion 
teaches). God has placed each 
human person: we miust-make 
our own choices. 

In_such a climate even a 
Charles Davis — a man 
learned and devout, ac- 
customed to discipline, 
strongly conscious of com- 
munity and tradition — may 
choose finally “to reject his 
inheritance; and no Catholic 
may pass fimal judgment on 
his act. His departure must be 
counted a great loss to the 
Church; we. still regard as a 
great_and more important

To say this is not to say 
that Father Davis has estab- 
lished his case and justified 
his decision, It means only 
that the criteria he brings to 
the judgment are at least 
partially admissible, that this 
kind of case must. be’ given a,’ 
hearing. r 

Yet, in the light-of all- that.‘ 
is happening in the ‘Church, 
we find his decision not only 
saddening but wrong, wrong 
to the point of being inexplic- 
able:-For~he has ‘chosen to 
leave precisely at the moment 
when -the validity and pertin- 
ence of the ‘standards, by 
which he judges the Chureh 
are more and more widely 


Teilhard de Chardin and 
others who, despite harsh and 
unjust treatment, continued to 
revere the Church as their 
mother. 


But in his statement. Father 
Davis’ did not complain of 
being wounded by the Church, 
and in his: press conference he 
specifically disavowed any 
such assertion. < 

His charges are more seri- 
ous: that the Church is 
fundamentally irrelevant to 
the fostering of Christian life; ~ 
and that it characteristically 
sacrifices both truth and 
personal rights for the sake of 
its’ own. institutional interest, 
for the preservation of author- 
ity..Once these charges are 
grasped, it js no_. longer 
possible. to answer them -in 
merely personal terms. 
Pragmatic Test 

It could be said instead that 
to determine the authenticity 
of the Church's claims, 
Father Davis: is applying a 
merely human and pragmatic 
test, .one which is infinitely 
flexible and radically subjec- 
tive. For one man's relevancy 
is another's betraval; and 
what I may judge to be 
injustice to a person may 
appear to you to be a justified 
defence of ‘the rights of the 
community. 

But while a rebuttal which 
takes this form may be 
intellectually satisfying to 
some, it will not prevail alone. 
Not only is the test of 
performance wholly congenial 
to. the modern temper, but 
Christ Himself gave sanction 
to it: ‘You will know them by - 
their fruits” (Matt. 7:16). 
Even among its own sons — 
at least. among those most 
truly aware ofthe world's 
agony .— .proof-texts pointing 
to the divine establishment of 
the Church will not cancel out 
the kind of evidence; to which 
Charles Davis points. __ 
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acknowledged, a time when it 
becomes more. and ~ more— 
difficult to defend the abuses 
he condemns, more and more 
possible to contend effectively 
fo® the values he upholds, 


Reason for Hope 


No one, of course, can stand 
in his place and see with his 
eyes. But the work he sees as 
needing to be done is now 
launched and there is far 
more reason for hope thah for 
despair. It is most saddening, 
as America ‘says, that the 
Church which has wounded 
him is now itself wounded ‘by 
his very going, by the enlight- 
ened’ word that he will not be 
speaking in it, by the healing 
and hallowirig gestures -that 
his priestly hands will not be 
forming in it.”

River's Song

oily barrel wedged among the 
rocks of the—river bottom. 
Impatient. to reach the sea 
they paid no heed as they 
swept away the deep ‘brown 
stain. of a creek discolored as 
it passed beneath a nearby. 
black-top highway. 

They blissfully ignored the 
gaping mouth of the aban- 
doned water-intake: pipe which 
years before had sucked in 
drinking water for a distant 
city,.-until__an’ outbreak ‘of 
infection ‘was. traced .to the 
man-polluted river. © 

The river's voice was stilted. 
now as it made its sluggish 
way past the roaring—tunnel 
that daily bled off 50 million 
precious gallons of its deep 
green waters to feed the giant 
pulp- mill that blanketed the 
sky ahead with a grey-brown 
pall of chemical smoke. 


Grey Sludg 


Around = the green 
river water took on a deep 


greyish turbulent hue as the~ 


borrowed ‘water was flushed 
back a coffee color, laden 
with dissolved toxic chemicals 
amd tons of tiny wood-fibres 
sinking slowly to the bottom 
to coat the river bed with a 
thick oxygen-devouring . grey 
sludge. 

As a finger of the sea 
reached up a long fiord to 
welcome it, the river seemed 
to hang back in shame and its 
hesitant tainted eddies were 
at once. further fouled with 
the raw sewage from. two 
nearby cities. 

The turbid discolored 
waters, once the staff of Jife 
for all the river basin’s 
grateful inhabitants and now 
unfit for any but the least 
demanding industrial uses, 
had run their course and 
waited in humiliation for the 
merciful tides to bear them 
off to Pacific oblivion. 

This is truly the tragedy of 
British Columbiia : 

That man, the highest 
product and richest - bene- 
ficiary of nature's’ infinitely 
complicated and painfully 

-- evolved balance, should use 
his tremendous powers blindly 
to impair that very balance 
oh which his survival and the 
survival of his planet so 
delicately hinges. 


Destruction 


That a province — 
blessed—-with -nature’s ~ most 
precious — life-sustaining os 
sources should concentrate 
man’s centuries of accumu- 
lated wisdom not on the 
jealous preservation of_ those 
resources but on their de- 
struction. 

For as we have seen there 
are rivers throughout this 
province whose fate at the 
hands of man is reflected in 
whole or in part in this story 
of one river and one record of 
senseless despoilation,

AMMAN, Jordan: {AP} 
“Sometimes I feel like | the 
central character in a detec- 
tive story.” 

This was King Hussein, 
speaking of his. 15 turbulent, 
melodramatic’ years on the 


throne of Jordan, a reign that 
began in gunfire and now once. 
again is shadowed by menace. 

In 1951, when he was only 
15, Hussein’ saw his grand- 
father, King Abdullah, killed. 
The assassin turned the gun 
on him. Miraculously, a medal 
saved, him, and. the bullet 
ricocheted off harmlessly 

Trouble dogged him. From 
1955 to 1958, he held his 
kingdom .- together through 
chaos ‘and violence stirred by 
his Arab rivals. He escaped at 
the controls of his own plane 
from a murderous attack by 
two Syrian MiG jets. He put 
down a military uprising by 
driving into the midst of the 
shooting. He avoided two 
other attempts-on-his life —a 
bomb and acid in-his medicine 
chest. 

Somehow, the king remains 
confident of survival, while a 
brooding tension hangs over 
the .western part of Jordan 
facing the hated state of 
Israel. 


RIOTS ERUPTED 
The latest crisis exploded 
- Nov. 13 when Israel, rankled 
over raids by guerrilla forces 
which Jordan has-been unable 
to control, sent troops and 
tanks rolling across. the 
armistice line and smashed 
the Jordanian village of Es 
Samu. 

Riots erupted in Jordan, not 
so--much..against.Israel__as 
against Hussein, demanding 
arms, action and vengeance. 
Jordan’s Arab neighbors 
joined the cry. 

On the present crisis, Hus- 
sein told The Associated 
Press: ‘There is nothing we 
can do except to continue as 
we have done — continue

typical of Hussein, now 31.

Those same charac- 
teristics,. however, plus his 
family’s long associations with 
the West; damn him in the 
eyes of other Arab leaders 


SEEKS PROGRESS 


Hussein is a conservative in 
a society where conservatism 
is widely construed as weak- 
ness. He seeks progress with 
quiet-words, in an area where 
wild declarations are often 
more esteemed. And ‘he is a 
king, of statelyancestry and 
British education, in a region 
where military and 
socialist juntas have seized 
the spotlight. 

Hussein took the oath of 
monarchy May 2, 1953, when 
he was not yet 17 years old.

When the Zionists pro- ’ 
claimed Jsrael ‘a state, the 
Arab armies struck to recover 
the Holy. Land. Jordan's little
